St. Petersburg. May 6.—The mem¬ 
bers of the National Parliament and 
of the Council of the Empire are ar¬ 
riving here on every* train. Quite a 
number of distinguished foreign vis¬ 
itors and journalists already have 
reached St. 1 Petersburg to witness 
Thursday’s great historic event—the 
inauguration of the Russian Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The fears that the Government mtgnt 
attempt to dissolve the Parliament be¬ 
fore It hod the opportunity of accom¬ 
plishing anything are vanishing, and 
despite the bomb outrage at Moscow 
to-day, and the continued irreconcil¬ 
able attitude of the extreme revolu¬ 
tionists, there is a more hop«*fuI feel¬ 
ing that Russia may enter smoothly 
into parliamentary life. This Is due 
not only to the moderate attitude of 
the Constitutional Democratic major 
Ity, whose leaders are holding the ex* 
trenrlsts among them In check, but to 
the manifest desire of the Government 
to avoid a conflict The new Cabinet 
has announced a policy of "hands 
off," practically saying that the Par¬ 
liament shall have carte blanche, and 
that so long as It does not attempt 
to meddle wfth the fundamental law* 
of the Empire, the Parliament will 
be allowed to offer its own solution 
for the crying agrarian problem. With 
this attitude of the Government if It 
Is sincerely carried out, the Constitu¬ 
tional Democrats for the present are 
content. They believe their final vic¬ 
tory. when the Emperor will be forced 
to grant a Constitution. Is not far off— 
a few months at most—especially If in 
the meantime they arc permitted to 
accomplish something tangible wnlch 
win strengthen them with the coun¬ 
try.

Naboukoff Talks. 


The Associated Press to-day talked 
with M. Naboukoff. leader of the Con¬ 
stitutional Democrats, who said frank¬ 
ly that his party hod no desire at 
present to have a Premier and Cabinet, 
even if it could.

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
TO SAVE VESSEL. 


STORM WOULD WRECK HER. 


Norfolk, Va., May 6.—Despite the ef¬ 
forts of three of the most powerful 
wrecking tugs in the service of the 
United States Government, the new 
battleship Rhode Island is still ashore 
oft York Spit in Chesapeake bay. 
While the big ship, according to opln 
ions of officials. Is in no Immediate 
danger, there is some uneasiness felt 
for her safety should a sudden severe 
blow come up the const. 

Off York Spit, where the battleship 
lies helpless, there are numerous shoals 
that extend far out near the main 
channel. These shoals are marked 
w|th buoys. Other ships have strand¬ 
ed near the scene of the mishap to 
the Rhode* Island. The shoals in this 
portion of Chesapeake bay are treach¬ 
erous, and captains of vessels unfa¬ 
miliar with the channel are likely to 
come to grief if they attempt to en¬ 
ter York river without the assistance 
of a local pilot. CnpL Garst, of the 
Rhode Island, has been ill, and naval 
officials express the opinion that he 
was not in command when the ship 
struck It Is generally believed that 
the ship. In attempting ‘to enter York 
river before daybreak, got out of the 
channel or the pilot lost his bearings 
by misty weather. While there has 
been no fog In that vicinity for some 
time, officials can only account for the 
stranding of the vessel by weather 
conditions or the pilot’s ignorance of 
the danger to attempt to enter the 
river unless sure of his bearings. 

The last report from the stranded 
ship was received at the station here 
early this afternoon. It stated the ves¬ 
sel was resting easily, but was still 
hard aground. The Government Is 
hopeful of floating the big ship.

The programme of t cer» monies at the 
Winter Palace, where the Emperor will 
deliver the speech from the throne, has 
been arranged with all the glitter and 
pomp of a solemn state function, the 
Idea of an Informal opening, in order to 
diminish the Importance of the position 
of the Parliament, having been aban¬ 
doned. The entire Imperial family, with 
the ladles and gentlemen of the court, 
the former in ancient Russian costumes 
and *ie latter In court dress. Ministers, 
Gen- cals. Marshals of the nobility and 
such Governors General and military 
commanders os are in St. Petersburg; 
the Mayors and City Councils of St. 
Petersburg and Moscow and members 
of the Holy Synod are commanded to 
attend. The chiefs of missions were 
invited by an Imperial order which 
was Issued to-day. 

The members of the Parliament will 
assemble In the beautiful Nicholas Hall, 
the Council of the Empire at the H©r- 
m it age pavilion, and the others at the 
"Armorial," "Field Marshals" and oth¬ 
er halls and march in state to the 
great hall of St. George, a magnificent 
pillared chamber fifty yards long and 
twepty-flvo yards wide, where the Em¬ 
peror from the throne will address the 
Parliament and the Council of the Em¬ 
pire, which will return respectively to 
the Tauride Palace and the hall of 
Nobles, where the formal openings of 
the houses will take place. 


ENDS WITH TWO DEAD AND ONE 
WOUNDED. 


Drunken Fight In Saloon In Which 
Five Men Use Deadly 
Weapons. 


Oreensburg, Ind.. May 6.—In a des¬ 
perate pistol fight at New' Point, six 
miles east of here. Pleasant Land was 
shot and almost instantly killed and 
his brother, Winfield Land, was shot 
through the head, dying to-night.

GOVERNMENT PLEASED. 

Secretary Hitchcock Says Coses Arc 
Strong. 

Washington. May 6. — Secretary 
Hitchcock to-night received a telegram 
announcing the indictment of twenty- 
one well-known citizens at Portland. 

Mr. Hitchcock stated that he 
was exceedingly gratified with the re 
suit of the Investigation and that the 
Government's case was considerably 
strengthened because of the heavy bond 
fixed by the court —-$4,000 in each case.

Terrorist Mutilated. 


Vice Admiral Doubnsaoff's life was 
saved by the poor aim of his would-be 
assassin. The bomb exploded on the 
pavement, several paces to the rear of 
his carriage, burling the mutilated 
corpse of the terrorist several yards 
backward, and tearing off one arm and 
the face of an aide who was descend¬ 
ing from the carriage. Governor Gen 
era! Doubassoff was thrown from his 
carriage and under the horse** heels. 
His back was burned and his leg 
bruised, but he was able to walk un 
assisted Into the palace. The coach¬ 
man's skull was fractured, and he was 
taken to a hospital. 

It Is thought the assassin was the 
student In whose rooms a bomb ex¬ 
ploded Saturday, killing three accom¬ 
plices, but who at the time was watch¬ 
ing the palace from a room In the hotel 
opposite.

Conspired To Abduct. 


Vice Admiral Doubassoff was ap¬ 
pointed Governor General of Moscow in 
December Inst. He U also an aide of 
the Emperor and a member of the 
Council of the Empire. Since his ap¬ 
pointment as Governor General several 
plots against him have been uncovered. 
Almost immediately he had taken office 
he Incurred the enmity of the revolu¬ 
tionists. who entered into a conspiracy 
to abduct him, but this failed. In 
January he was advised that an at¬ 
tempt would be mado at the celebra¬ 
tion of the ceremony of the Blessing of 
the Waters to assassinate him. As a 
result Princess Koslovska was arrested 
charged with being an accessory to the 
conspiracy. 

• • • 

Woman Invades Palace. 

In March a bolder attempt on Dou- 
bassoffs life was frustrated by the ar¬ 
rest of a woman who ha/5 actually in¬ 
vaded the palace. She gained admit¬ 
tance on the plea that she had come 
from a personal friend of the Governor 
General. Her agitation In the chan¬ 
cellory attracted the attention of an 
aide. He noted particularly the luxu¬ 
riance of the woman’s hair, which w'a* 
worn In a high coiffure. Interrogation 
alarmed her and she attempted to fire, 
but w*as seized and searched and a 
small bomb was found concealed In her 
hair.

Indeed, he Is. and the people know 
It. He has them all on his side, and 
that ki -why he is able to run things 
at the seat of Government ns he 
pleases. Hut think of Lincoln, Grant. 
Ben Harrison or Cleveland, not to go 
to Jackson or Jefferson, sending for a 
lot of newspaper men to come up to 
the White House to be told by the 
President of the United States what 
he had done and what he proposed do¬ 
ing In the w*ay of shaping legislation.

Bailey Disappointed. 

Senator Bailey, of Texas, who has 
led the legal end of the fight In the 
Senate for genuine railroad legislation. 
Is naturally disappointed over the 
President's weakness in accepting a 
compromise from the Aldrich faction. 
Some of the SenatdFs friends, notably 
on the House side, are talking of vot¬ 
ing against the whole bill, but of 
course, nothing Is expected to come 
of this. Even with the compromise 
amendment in the bill, the measure is 
still an improvement over present laws 
on the statute books. The main point 
has been accomplished, viz.: giving 
the commission power to substitute a 
reasonable rate; and In addition the 
restrictions on private cor lines, 
switches, refrigerator cars, and’ the 
pipe line amendment will undoubted¬ 
ly result In great benefit to the pub¬ 
lic. The House Democrats will vote 
against the amendment when it comes 
from the Conference Committee large¬ 
ly on account of the words, "or sus¬ 
pend" contained In it. Besides this, 
there Is objection to having the cases 
tried where the railroads have their 
principal offices, as this leaves prob- * 
ably not more than ten points where 
cases can be tried. What was orig¬ 
inally Insisted upon was trials In the \ 
district where the shipper resided. The 
Democrats are therefore expected to 
vote against the amendment, and when 
they are beaten on that, will vote for 1 
the bill, which is a step In the dlrcc- | 
tion the Democrats have demanded for 
years In their party platforms.

May Lose Delivery Routes. 

According to Senator Simmons, of 
North Carolina, the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral denies that the South Is ln any 
danger of losing rural free delivery 
route* over whldt there did not pass 
a certain amount of mall matter with¬ 
in a given time. Senator Simmons 
made this statement at the committee 
hearing: "The statement hns been 

mode that every route would be dis¬ 
continued unless there were 2.000 
pieces of mall matter passing over that 
route within a given time, and it Is 
said that If these rules or regulations 
are adopted. It would result in the dis¬ 
continuance of nearly one-half of the 
rural routes, for Instance, in my own 
Suite." 

“There is not the slightest danger 
of anything of the kind," replied the 
Postmaster General. “We are read¬ 
justing routes in certain parts of the 
country so as not to curtail the serv¬ 
ice, but to increase patronage on the 
routes and Increase the use of mail 
fon the benefit of the rural service.”

If It doe* It Is con¬ 
sidered likely that the frost, which Is 
looked for again to-night, will be very 
light. However. If It does not begin to 
warm up It Is more than probable that 
the frost that would follow to-night will 
be one of the kind known as “killing 
frosts,” and one that would hit vege¬ 
table grower* nnd fruit raisers very 
hard. In Vase conditions require It. I 
frost warnings will be **nr out nguln - 
to-day by the weather man.

POSTMASTER GENERAL CORTEL- 
YOU RECOMMENDS*IT. 


THE PRESENT LAW NEEDS A 
THOROUGH OVERHAULING. 


APPROPRIATION OF $25,000. 


Washington. May 6.—Postmaster 
General Cortelyou has recommended to 
Congress the appointment of a commis¬ 
sion to Inquire Into the subject of $sec- 
ond class mall matter, with a view to 
ascertaining what modifications of the 
present second class laws are neces¬ 
sary* the commission to render Its re¬ 
port to Congress not later than De¬ 
cember 10. 1906. 

It* order that all Interests shall be 
represented he has recommended that, 
the commission consist of seven per¬ 
sons and be made up as follows: One 
Senator selected by the president of the 
Senate, one Representative selected by 
the Speaker of the House, one officer of 
the Post-office Department selected by 
the Postmaster General, one represent¬ 
ative of the publishers of the dally 
newspapers, one representative of the 
publishers of weekly, semi-weekly and 
trl-weekly newspapers, and one repre¬ 
sentative of the publishers of periodi¬ 
cals and magazines. The last three to 
be appointed by the President of the 
United States from among those rec¬ 
ommended to him by representative as¬ 
sociations of publishers of such news¬ 
papers And periodicals, and a seventh 
member to be selected by the six whose 
manner of selection Is so specifically 
provided. The commission will have the 
power to employ clerks and stenog¬ 
raphers. administer oaths, send for per- 
sons and papers and do all things nec¬ 
essary for the carrying out of Its ob¬ 
jects. An appropriation of I2S.000 Is 
asked to defray the cost of the investi¬ 
gation. I 

The Postmaster General In his recent 
annual report recommended to Con¬ 
gress a thorough review of tho whole 
subject of second class mall matter, 
and the enactment of a statute to take 
the place of those existing which would 
render unnecessary the consideration of 
such questions as those upon which 
•econd class matters now depend. 

• • • 

Out of Date. 


In now recommending this commis¬ 
sion the Postmaster General In his 
communication to the Committee on 
Post-offices and Postroads of the Sen¬ 
ate says: 

"The existing statutes regulating the 
second class of mall matter are out of 
date: they do not meet modem require¬ 
ments of the publishing Industry', and 
the administration of them unnecessar¬ 
ily and unreasonably hampers the pub¬ 
lishers of bona fide newspapers and 
periodicals. 

"As an ^lustration of what, Is In¬ 
volved In administration it may be 
st&tec that the question of what Is a 
bona fide newspaper or periodical Is 
one about which there may be and 
often Is much difference of opinion. 
The same Is true of what constitutes a 
known office of publication; what con¬ 
stitutes a publication originated and 
published for the dissemination of in¬ 
formation of a public character; what 
Is devoted to literature, the sciences. 
V rt *. or some special Industry; whnt 
U a legitimate list of subscribers. All 
of these questions, however, must be 
determined in each case before second 
class entry can be granted, but a pub¬ 
lication having met all the conditions Is 
positively prohibited Admission If it be 
'designed primarily for advertising pur¬ 
poses or for free circulation or for cir¬ 
culation at nominal rates.' That such 
questions, especially the latter, are 
subtle and complex and render ad¬ 
ministration exceedingly difficult hard¬ 
ly need be stated." 

• • • 

Many Rates of Postage. 

Even after the right of a publication 
to pass In the malls at the second class 
rates of postage has been determined 
there are six different rutes of postage 
applicable thereto, when the matter Is 
mailed by publisher and news agent, 
and when mailed by the general pub¬ 
lic there is provided still another—a 
seventh rate. Each rate Is dependent 
upon the circumstance of time, place 
and manner of mailing the publication. 
Postmaster General Cortelyou ex¬ 
presses the belief that such a commis¬ 
sion. If appointed, will be nble to make 
recommendations to Congress which 
will result In the passage of a law 
that will be equitable to the publishers, 
relieve them from present annoyances 
and restrictions and at the same time 
protect the Interests of the Government

ment company have been Indicted by 
the Federal grand Jury here. The In¬ 
dictments charge use of the malls in 
a scheme to defi'aud. Four Indictments 
were returned Friday, all against offi¬ 
cers or directors of the company, which 
Is Involved In the receivership proceed¬ 
ings In the civil courts. 

The Indictments were suppressed, os 
no arrests have been made. It is said, 
however, that all the men under In¬ 
dictment are within easy reach, and 
can be brought Into court whenever 
the United States District Attorney 
procures warrants. Investigation was 
begun a year ago. 

The receivership suit against the 
American Reserve Bond Company was 
transferred yesterday to the United 
States Circuit Court from the St. Louis 
Circuit Court. Judge Foster, In whose 
court the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Company was appointed receiver, or¬ 
dered the removal. 

Proceedings In the Federal Court, be¬ 
fore Judge Flnkelnburg. probably will 
be started Monday by the filing of ap¬ 
plication for the appointment of an 
ancllllary receiver to act In conjunction 
with the receiver appointed by the 
Federal Court at Chicago. The affairs 
of the American Reserve Bond Com¬ 
pany. or of companies allies with It. 
are now In the hands of receivers In 
three cities—Chicago, St. Louis and 
Lexington. Ky. The company was 
formed last September by the consol¬ 
idation of the North American Invest¬ 
ment Company and the Colonial Se¬ 
curity Company of St. Louis and the 
Southern Mutual Investment Company 
of Lexington.

To Surrender $225,000 of Bonds 
Owned By American Reserve. 

Lexington. May 6.—[Special.]—Judge 
Parker, of the Circuit Court, quietly 
Issued a rule last night on motion of 
attorneys for the creditors of the Amer¬ 
ican Reaerve Bond Company, citing 
State Treasurer Henry M. Bos worth 
to appear In the Fayette Circuit Court 
Monday to show cause why he should 
not turn over to J. C. Rogers, receiver 
appointed by this court, the assets 
of the company which are In his hands. 

Among the assets alleged to be on 
deposit with him, are 260 shares of the 
Burley Loose Leaf Tobacco Company, 
two Imperial Japanese gold bonds, four 
Lexington Y. M. C. A. bonds, fifty-four 
Blue grass Traction company bonds, 
twelve Dayton and Western Traction 
Company bonds, and 310 shares of 
Third National Rank stock. 

A rule was also Issued against the 
Third National Bank, John T. Sh»dby, 
George C. Webb. C. H. Stoll and A. 
Smith Bowman, commanding them to 
appear in court Monday morning and 
deliver to the receiver traction bonds 
and notes alleged to be owed the Bond 
Company, by the Lexington Banking 
and Trust Company, the whole amount 
estimated at a value of $87,500. The 
securities In the hands of Mr. Bo*worth 
are estimated to he w'orth $226,000. 

Receiver Rogers telegraphed from 
Chicago yesterday, asking that certain 
legal paper* be forwarded to him as he 
will make a fight for the receivership 
in the Chicago courts. 

A. Smith Bowman, president of the 
Bond Company, left here for 8t. Louis 
last night, where he goes, it is stated, 
to Investigate the reports that Indict¬ 
ments have been returned against of¬ 
ficers of the Bond Company, by tho 
Federal grand Jury. 

It Is the opinion of the lawyers here 
that If tho appointment of J. C. Rogers 
as receiver Is sustained. It will not 
be necessary for Mr. Rogers to resign 
his present position of circuit clerk, as 
lie can hold both positions at the same 
time. 


Lexington. Ky., May [Special.]— 
The "lid" went on tight in Lexington 
to-duy, so far as the saloons were con¬ 
cerned. and the throats of blbulously 
Inclined grew dusty waiting for their 
accustomed haunts to be opened at 4 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

Only saloons were shut up. the or¬ 
der of the Mayor given under a res¬ 
olution of the City Council, applying 
exclusively to the sale of liquor on 
Sunday. Drug stores, restaurants, bar¬ 
ber shops. etc„ were in operation as 
usual. 

Beginning with to-morrow* night the 
Mayor has announced that he also will 
strictly enforce the city ordinance re¬ 
quiring all saloons to close from 12 to 
4 o'clock on week-day nights. In 
speaking of the matter. Mayor Combs 
said: 

"The previous closing law wqs not 
sufficient to accomplish the purpose 
for which it was Intended. It has 
been my experience that In every city, 
large or small, where the Sunday 
closing laws were similar to ours. It 
was impossible to close the saloons 
on Sunday. Take the case of Mayor 
Dempsey in Cincinnati. He was elect¬ 
ed on a Sunday closing platform and 
since his Induction In office he ha* 
made a vigorous effort to close the 
saloons and has failed. Even In New 
York, with the Raines law behind him. 
Seth Low, elected Mayor on a re¬ 
form ticket could not close them. 
The reason for this Is plain. These 
Mayors do not possess sufficient 
power and authority effectually to 
close them. 

"Now In Atlanta different conditions 
prevail. There it is impossible to get 
a drink on Sunday. The Mayor Is 
given the right to revoke licenses and 
this confer* upon him power enough 
to close Che saloons on Sunday. 

"The new ordinance adopted by our 
Council Is patterned upon the Atlanta 
ordinance, and Just as It Is impossible 
to buy a drink there on Sunday so It 
will he impossible in Lexington or I 
will know the reason why as long as 
I am Mayor." 

Only one arrest was made. James 
Scott, who runs a saloon In Vine street, 
was taken into custody on the charge 
of having his saloon open. Scott 
claims that he went Into his place 
to look over his books anti sold no 
liquor. He gave bond and will be 
tried In Police Court to-morrow. Scott 
was formerly a city Councilman. 

"TURNPIKE KING" DEAD. 

Col. W. W. Baldwin Passes Away At 
Maysville. 

Maysville. Ky., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Col. William W. Baldwin died at his 
home here this morning, after a long 
Illness. He married Miss Martha Tabb. 
of Dover, who survives, together with 
the following children: Mrs. William 
E. McCann and Mr*. Augustus C. Res- 
pees. of Lexington; Mrs. Lutle Cart- 
mell and W. W. Baldwin. Jr., of this 
county. 

Col. Baldwin was Sheriff for several 
years, and was in the Legislature in 
1871. He was widely known as the 
"Turnpike King" on account of owning 
and controlling so much turnpike 6tock.

Commission a Meddler. 

The action of the National Baseball 
Commission in interfering tn the Internal 
affairs of the American Association came 
as a surprise to many managers and fol¬ 
lowers of the game. Tho Interference was 
the result of an appeal by the Watkins 
faction of the American Association to the 
commission, to rchdcr a decision regard 
ing the right of the hoard of directors of 
the association to compel one-half of the 
vdtibs to use the Victor ball against their 
wishes. The Tebeau faction of the asso¬ 
ciation. which holds the balance of power 
In the organization, had adopted the Vic¬ 
tor ball us official after the association as 
a whole could not agree on the selection 
of an official ball. By the constitution of 
the association the board of directors 
have absolute power to determine the 
course of events when the magnates can¬ 
not agree. It has generally been sup¬ 
posed that the national commission had 
the power to settle all differences be¬ 
tween leagues, but that It lord no right to 
Interfere In the Internal nffn.ra of an or¬ 
ganization. There Is a clause In the no 
tlonal agreement to the effect that kagues 
under that agreement must use . ither the 
Spalding or Rcnch ball ns an official 
sphere, but It is claimed that after the 
first clause was agreed to that the Victor 
bail wna also Included In the list of bulla 
eligible for official adoption. 

However, It seems pretty far fetched 
when the national commission can as¬ 
sume the power to dictate what bail fehsil 
he used by a league, it might as well 
Insist upon a certain make of uniform by 
the various clubs and leagues. It Is very 
true that the ball to be used by the big 
leagues should be of practically one grade, 
so that the plnyers are placed on an equal 
bnsls w'hen it comes to batting averages, 
etc., but there Is nothing to show that the 
ball* differ to any extent In make; in 
fact. It Is claimed that where there was « 
difference four years ago thut there is 
none now 

The trouble Is that there hns been too 
much bufobal! politics through the whole 
row. It hns been a light between the rival 
factions In the association and the mag¬ 
nates seem to care little how they proceed 
as long as they gain their point. There 
Is no doubt that the national commission 

f ireferred to keep'out of the row. but. be¬ 
ns nppealed to by one-half of the clubs 
In the association, the commission took 
It upon itself to Interfere and uphold the 
contention of the Watkins faction. It is 
understood shot Ban Johnson, president 
of the Amerkuti league, sided with the 
Tebeau faction In this fight, while Messrs. 
Pulliam and Herrmann agreed tyith ihe 
opposite side. The result will be a resort 
to the courts most likely, and that is 
whore the magnates will make a mistake, 
for the lows of the land and haaeball laws 
do not harmonise. It will also mean that 
the flght in the American Association will 
bo curried along to a finish and the final 
resort will be a disruption of the organi¬ 
zation to the ousting of one faction or 
the other. Which faction It will be only 
time can tell, but that there will l>o a 
shnkc-up of some kind Is a foregone con¬ 
clusion.

Not only- 
do I find It cheaper to move I ban to 
pay rent, but l have never yet even 
met my landlord.

Works Every Day. 

"During these years I have never 
failed to do a day's work 1 do not tak*’ 
out any license, and I do not fear any 
Interference with Sunday or holiday 
business. 

My prices are a little higher than 
those nf the ordinary- stationary bar¬ 
ber, but the Interesting panorama con¬ 
tinually seen through my plate glass 
windows cannot be duplicated by any 
barber shop in the country, ami this 
alone warrants a slight advance In 
rates. 

"It lends variety to life to be shaved 
among white people, to have one's hair 
cut among Indian tribes and then to 
get a shampoo with Mormons all 
around.

NEW BOYS’ REFORMATORY. 


New York May 6.—[Special. ]— The 
special grand Jury which the District 
Attorney requested from Justice Vidor 
J. Dowling, of the Supreme Court, will 
meet to-morrow. It will be under the 
sole and exclusive guidance of Mr. 
Jerome. Whatever Its outcome may 
be. he will bear the responsibility and 
this will give the public a better op¬ 
portunity to pass Judgment upon his 
conduct and determine whether the 
District Attorney was right and Judge 
O'Sullivan and Recorder Goff wrong 
or vice versa. In the meanw'hlle the 
decision of Judge Oreenbaum as to 
whether George W. Perkins was guilty 
of larceny in the contribution of the 
New* York Life to the Republican 
campaign fund has been appealed and 
a decision is expected sheq-tfy from the 
higher court. The general sessions 
will also soon pass upon the demurrer 
of President Burnham and Vice Presi¬ 
dent El dredge to their Indictments for 
larceny and perjury and their trial 
may be expected at an early date. 

Just what evidence District Attor¬ 
ney Jerome Intends to submit to the 
coming grand Jury has no! been In¬ 
dicated. All that Is obtainable on the 
subject Is that for the last few months. 
Jerome and several of his assistants 
have heen studying the testimony 
taken before the Armstrong Committee 
and have grouped the sensational part 
of It under the various offenses the 
parties concerned may be guilty of. 
One fact Is very evident. If Jerome 
wrurts to save his face, he will be 
obliged to take up the greater revela¬ 
tions Implicating the big men. His 
action In only tackling the small fry 
and seeking to convict for political 
contributions, which offense every 
large corporation here is guilty of. has 
not turned the tide that h.ui set In 
against him. The grave offenses have 
lie on the participation of the compan¬ 
ies in underwriting syndicates, their 
buying stocks and t»onds and selling 
them at a loss so. that the purchaser* 
might eventually make a profit. This 
sounds like conspiracy and larceny to 
moat people. It Is certainly more Im¬ 
portant than the very doubtful Perkins 
case. 

There has been a little talk about 
Jerome for Governor. But at the pres¬ 
ent time, his handling of the Insurance 
cases has thoroughly discredited him 
In the eyes of the public and It will re¬ 
quire sumo heroic results from the 
coming special grand Jury to rehabili¬ 
tate him.

Th** city now 
has a house of refuge for juvenile pris¬ 
oners under sixteen and the Idea In 
starting the new reformatory was to 
have a place for boys over that age 
guilty of offenses not serious enough to 
warrant their Imprisonment In the pen¬ 
itentiary on Blackwell's Island, which 
always brings them In contact with 
hardened criminals. They will wear no 
stripes, but a uniform Instead. Those 
committed must servo at least three 
months, no matter how good their 
conduct may be, and the maximum 
term hns been fixed at three years. 
Those paroled from the reformatory 
will be required to visit the probation 
officer twice a month for six months, 
after w-hlch they will be declared free 
There are now ill boys there. They 
are required to rise every morning at 
6:30, and after folding their two gruy 
blankets and placing them under their 
white covered pillows at the head of 
the woven wire cot*, to take a bath, 
after which they breakfast. At 8 one- 
half of the In mates go to the work¬ 
shops, where they are being taught the 
building and other trades, and the rest 
go for the ordinary public school In¬ 
struction. When one arrives those who 
have been In the school room go to the 
workshop and the others change places 
with them. The work for the boys Is 
over at 6. The city official* are much 
Interested In the outcome of the ex¬ 
periment.

New York, May 5.—A telegram to 
the Sun from Macon. Mo., says: In a 
three-room village school Prof. J. 
Greene MacKensle has demonstrated 
the success of a self-governing depart¬ 
ment. Prof. MacKensle 1* the principal 
of tlte school and ho* one assistant. 
Miss Della Hole, who teaches the pri¬ 
mary classes. There la no teacher in 
the other room except a very plain talk¬ 
ing phonograph. 

At the Teachers* Association her© last 
fall n representative of the State Uni¬ 
versity presented the idea of letting 
i pupil* study In on unconventional way. 
He suggested that tables be used In¬ 
stead of desks and that the students be 
permitted to enjoy all the privilege* of 
a social body, unhampered by the In¬ 
terference of teachers. 

The advocate of the plan said the 
Innovation promised greater enthusi¬ 
asm. better order and superior work. 
The teachers said It was visionary and 
hobbyish. About the only Instructor 
who did not turn up his nose at the 
Idea was Prof. Mackenzie. 

Mr. MacKensle Is somewhat of a 
crank. When he was pedagogue of a 
httle 2x4 log schoolhous© near old 
Bloomington he taught his pupils elec¬ 
tricity by means of machines he made 
hlrnself. how to t*ke photographs and 
horticulture by actual experience In 
the schoolhouse yard. 

He presented a plan of a self-gov¬ 
erning department to the patrons of 
the Ethel school, where he teaches. 
They were not enthusiastic over It and 
two of the director* were In decided 
opposition. They *nld the children 
would turn It Into a clubroom and pay 
little attention to their books; that 
they would do more flirting than 
studying. 

MacKensle said he was going to try 
It. He resolved to make the experi¬ 
ment with the eighth and ninth grades. 

Those classes took to the Idea and 
began fitting up the room. They 
tumbled the desks out Into the barn 
and brought in polished tables. Then 
they begged pictures from their folk* 
to adorn the walls. 

One girl brought a lace curtain, with 
a blu** bow’ to reef It up. for the end 
window. At this window Prof. M ic- 
Kenzie Installed the phonograph, which 
was to supplant him n* teacher. Of 
course, he dictated the problems Into 
the machine but there his Jurisdiction 
ceased, and from thnt time on the pu¬ 
pils from the •dghth and ninth grade* 
were a law' unto themselves. 

In delivering the commission of free¬ 
dom to th a m Prof. MacKensle laid 
them he would expect results. If they 
fell below an avemge of 90 In their 
class grndes they would have to return 
to his room and do penance until they 
could keep up. 

The self-ruling department ePcted 
Ben Edwards president. Harold Cross 
vice president, snd Helen Cross secre¬ 
tary. Punishment fur disorderly con¬ 
duct Is fixed by a vote of the student*. 
On only one occasion since the Inaugu¬ 
ration of the plan last fall hns It been 
necessary to apply It. 

A question of veracity arose be¬ 
tween two of Ih© voun—st boys, and 
one struck the other In the presence of 
the school. A vote was tikrn and the 
offenders were punt«h d by being trans¬ 
ferred to the man-taught end of the 
school for on© w'*©k. It ha* never been 
found necesnary to repeat the lesson. 

When school Is opened the-president 


of the class goes to the phonograph and 
sets It In motion. The pupils rapidly 
Jot down the problems and go to work 
solving them. 

A particularly difficult question Is 
discussed around the table just as en¬ 
gineers discuss an obstacle In railroad 
construction; and each helps the other 
in reaching the answer. The officers 
<»f the room attend to the grading of 
the work and report to the principal. 

The self-governing department has 
been In operation during the second and 
the third quarters of the present school 
year, and Its average of work ha* been 
S per cent, above what It was during 
the first quarter, when the principal 
taught the two grades himself. 

The parents of the pupil students are 
now thoroughly convinced that the Idea 
is a practical one. Not only have the 
self-governing pupils done better, but 
the plan bn* Inspired such cnthuslaam 
among other children that they are 
bending every energy to win their way 
into the department of liberty. 

"in dealing with people, whether 
young or old. I have observed that they 
are inclined to do better work Just in 
proportion as you repose confidence In 
them." said Mr. MacKenzIe. "The stu¬ 
dents In the self-governing department 
would consider It almost a crime to 
fall behind in their work, and not one 
has been returned to my room so far 
from failure to keep up with the 
studies. \ 

"In this department every student Is 
on honor. Each member of the class 
forms a part of the faculty. As a con¬ 
sequence he ha* a peculiar Interest in 
the success of the school. 

"In other rooms^the children lean 
upon their teachers and kuik to them 
for examples as to deportment and In¬ 
dustry. In the self-governing depart¬ 
ment these supports are removed and 
the student stands alone, to win or 
fall, according to the energy and faith¬ 
ful ness he puts In his work. 

"1 have endeavored to make the de¬ 
partment as nearly self-governing os 
possible by keeping out of the room at 
all times during study and recitation 
hours. Of course, occasionally th»» of¬ 
ficers advise me regarding certain 
methods ami plans which originate In 
their department, but I never give them 
orders or tell them that things must be 
so and so. 

"They understand the Importance of 
discipline, and the malntalnance of It Is 
the ambition of every student in their 
room. At first tho Idea was bitterly op¬ 
posed by some of the patron*, but now 
I think almost without exception It 
meets their warm approval." 

The class motto of the self-govern¬ 
ing department is "He can conquer who 
thinks he can."

Saturday Evening, May 6.—During the 
wick the Now York stock market was 
subjected to a spasm of liquidation and 
short selling and a consequent decline In 
prices that hu* had no counterpart since 
1I8M. However, at the dost* of the week 
the record shows that of the active stock* 
seventy-five advanced and fourteen de¬ 
clined as compared with the previous 
week. It was perfectly natural that there 
should he a reaction after such a pro¬ 
longed and decided decline and on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday there waa a good ad¬ 
vance from the low’ records made on 
Wednesday. It seems to be the consensus 
of opinion that liquidation ha* not run 
its course, but that the worst Is over 
and henceforth It will be more orderly. 
The announcement that the anthracite 
miners had agreed to a three-year con¬ 
tinuation of the preoent contract removes 
a heavy obstacle from the path of the 
markka. However, the money situutlon 
Is still the predominating Influence and 
while showing some Improvement It 
far from satisfactory. Importation of 
g»*ld continues on a heavy scale, but the 
needs of the country are very grout. 
Many railroad* and Industrial enterprises 
are in need of lsrgv amounts for ex¬ 
tensions and Improvements, and the te- 
bultdlng of tfan Francisco will make 
draft* on the money market. 

Although there has been a big decline 
in the average prices of stocks there ap¬ 
pears to have been no decline In the 
prosperity of the country. There Is no 
noticeable curtailment In production. 
Railroad earnings continue to show g<*)d 
gain* me of a year ago. t'; 

crease for the first throe w*-«ks of April 
being 8.3 per cent. Bonk clearings show 
an Increase as compared with th# <x- 
c< ptlunally heavy clearings for the same 
week a year ago. Indications point to a 
rr.curd-breaklng yield of winter wheal 
and spring crops promise well. The Iron 
and steel trade Is quiet, but business Is 
heavy and order* are booked far ahead. 
Th© noticeable unrest of labor Is nn un¬ 
fortunate aspect of the business situation. 
Strike* are In progress in various parts 
of the country, but they muy prove of 
abort duration. 


A Practical Idea. 

Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president 
or the University of California, gives 
la the current number of the Outlook 
some interesting data in regard to the 
recent earthquake. Experience, he says, 
hay proven that steel-cage con¬ 
struction Is absolutely secure, the 
taller the building* the better. Six 
modem steel buildings which were 
burned out, he nays, will be In use 
again In ninety days. From the data 
collected since the earthquake by sev¬ 
eral professors of the University along 
the whole distance at which It showed 
effects, the conclusion ha* been reached 
that the enrth-qulverlng Is greatest In 
the soft soil and the alluvial sand. The 
shock was felt, they soy, along the en¬ 
tire line from Russian river to Salinas, 
but the destruction of buildings was 
only on soft or new-made soil. For 
future protection It follows that the 
construction of building* will have to 
vary according to the variation of the 
soil.. In Han Francisco a large area of 
the city near the bay upon which It 
front* wa* tint alluvia) land and made 
ground, filled In when the tide of gold- 
seeker* first gave Impetus to the rapid 
growth which soon made Sun Fran¬ 
cisco the chief commercial city on the 
Pacific const. It was here that the 
damaging effects of the earthquake 
were felt. In other part* of the city 
chimneys were shaken down and 111 - 
constructed houses were damaged, but 
!l required the subsequent fire to de¬ 
molish them, in the alluvial und filled- 
in sections th»» houses collapsed bodily 
from the effect* of the earthquake 
tremors, and becoming Ignited the fires, 
spreading from that section to others 
where the earthquake had don© but 
slight injury. Involved tho greater part 
of the city in a devastating conflagra¬ 
tion.

Tbe Allison Amendment. 

We are told fha* the railroad rata 
war is ended; that the Allison amend¬ 
ment will bring to the support pf the 
Hepburn Bill the whole Republican 
contingent of the Senate; that every¬ 
body In Republican circles Is gratified, 
and the Hepburn Bill has become a 
distinct party measure. Still the ac¬ 
tive agency of Senator Allison In the 
matter is questioned, and It Is charged 
that It is made to bear his name be¬ 
cause of the fact that he Is recognized 
as the great Senate compromiser. 

Perhaps ft Is not of the utmost Im¬ 
portance who first proposed this 
amendment. Tlmt Senator Allison 
did not seems pretty well established, 
but if he is willing to father It. there 
seems no conclusive reason why it 
should not bear his name, for many 
men have given their names to meas¬ 
ures with whose composition they had 
nothing wl^tever to do. But It is im¬ 
possible to wipe out the history of 
this blit by the mere naming, or mis¬ 
naming. of an amendment which 
may be followed by the party support. 

If there Is anything definitely 
known about the Hepburn Rate Bill. 
It Is that the Senators belonging to the 
dominant party were hopelessly divid¬ 
ed upon It. There were anti-Adminis¬ 
tration Senators and there were Ad¬ 
ministration Senators. There were 
not enough of the latter on the Re¬ 
publican side to report the Hepburn 
Bill, and It could only be reported by 
the aid of Democratic votes. So Im¬ 
placable was the hostility of some Sen¬ 
ators to the bill that Senator Tillman, 
a Democrat, was put In charge of it. 
Under his leadership the bill has been 
extensively discussed, especially as to 
the court review feature. Both Dem¬ 
ocrats and Republicans have differed 
as to the kind of court review that 
should be provided for. and there ha* 
been much learned debate on that 
point. It la absolutely clear that Dem¬ 
ocrats saved the bill from being smoth¬ 
ered In committee. AJl this has been 
established, and cannot be undone by 
any agreement which the Republic¬ 
ans may make at the eleventh hour. 

President Roosevelt has pressed 
upon Congress the passage of a bill 
which should give to a body named 
by him the right to fix rates on rail¬ 
roads, when existing rates were the 
subject of complaint. It was undoubt¬ 
edly his idea that the right to say 
what the rate should be should re¬ 
side in the commission. To put in a 
broad review by the courts would 
make the commission merely an agency 
for bringing the matter into courL The 
real right to say what the rates shall 
’be would reside In the courts and not 
in the commission, an arrangement to 
which the President was bitterly op¬ 
posed. Upon this line of discussion 
The greatest part of the controversy 
has turned. 

The President is reported to have 
said that the Hepburn BUI as It pass¬ 
ed the House Is good enough for him 
The so-called Allison amendment, as he 
claims, was virtually In the bill as the 
House passed It. To satisfy those of 
a different opinion he Is willing that 
the amendment go In. but he does not 
think It really changes anything. Upon 
this point he must be entirely wrong, or 
the railroad Senators who say they 
will accept It must radically misinter¬ 
pret it. Of course the President, who is 
not a lawyer, may be right, add Spoon¬ 
er and Foraker and other great rail¬ 
road lawyers may be entirely wrong 
But the layman who is obliged to rely 
on the opinions of great lawyers for 
hts Ideas may well doubt whether the 
railroad lawyers of the Senate are real¬ 
ly the victims of a bunco game or not. 
It seems probable enough that they 
know what they are doing, and thnt 
they will not support an amendment 
which leaves the Hepburn Bill un¬ 
changed. 

The manner in which the compromise 
was accepted by the two parties to It Is 
worth noticing. “The President ha* won 
his fight,** said the Republicans who 
had followed his leadership, and what 
he Is reported to huvo said Is of the 
wmc tenor. “President Roosevelt has 
surrendered to the conservatives, and 
Aldrich has won his fight." said the 
other side. It follows that each side 
maintains thnt there has really been 
no compromise at ail. but that the Al¬ 
lison amendment is a mere pretext 
| upon which one or the other party ha* 

‘ made a complete surrender Which of 
| the two parties wo* likely to make a 
surrender of everything that was vital? 
This question will be variously an¬ 
swered. doubtless according to the pre¬ 
possession of the party giving the an¬ 
swer. 

There 1*. however, another party in 
interest that Is not a party to the com¬ 
promise. The Democrat* that have sup¬ 
ported the President’s proposals, either 
to the fullest extent or as far a* they 
thought was practicable, having forced 
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a compromise among warring Repub¬ 
licans are now' thrown away as broken 
tools that have served their purpose 
and will not again be needed. Senator 
Bailey, one of the ablest of these, says 
thnt the so-called Allison amendment 
provide* for ns broad a review by the 
courts ns could be enacted. Other 
Democrats, perhaps all or nearly all 
the Dem«>cnitlc Senators, agree w’lth 
him. Their opinions will not affect the 
fate of the bill If the Republicans stand 
together, but as It was due to them 
that the bill got Into the Senate at 
all they may bo presumed to know' 
something about It. 

If the bill pass with the Allison 
amendment we shall see what the 
courts will do with it and It Is very 
likely that tt will turn out that It does 
not at all accomplish what the Presi¬ 
dent expects. 


Another Government Scandal? 

So far nothing has been made pub¬ 
lic concerning the nature of the 
charges by former Consul Me Wade 
against Third Assistant Secretary of 
State Peirce, whose previous accusa¬ 
tions against Mr. Me Wade had resulted 
In I he latter’s dismissal as our repre¬ 
sentative at Canton, China. We are 
told only that Mr. McWndc appeared 
before the House Committee of For¬ 
eign Affairs, produced affidavits to 
show the “unreliable and criminal" 
character of those who had Instigated 
Mr. Peirce’s reflections upon him, pre 
ferred charges of a “sensational" na 
ture against Mr. Peirce, and. altogeth¬ 
er. mode a most favorable Impression 
upon the committee. 

It is easily recalled how Mr. Peirce 
was seht to foreign lands by the Pres 
Ident to Investigate various Consuls 
and Consulates, and how he came back 
with a batch of stories of drunkenness, 
graft. Incom potency and dishonesty 
among a few' of our- foreign agents. 
The removal of a number of Consuls 
followed, among them Mr. McWade.

The row between Loomis and Bowen 
was so puerile and brought certain 
branches of the State Department Into 
such 111 repute that the American peo¬ 
ple were heartily glad when at last 
it was settled. It was wished that tho 
members of the service might there¬ 
after conduct themselves so circum¬ 
spectly as to precludo the recurrence 
of scandal. But here odor of It comes 
In the shape of the Peirce-versus-Mc¬ 
Wade affair. The situation is unwel¬ 
come, but, having developed. It should 
be probed immediately. Neither party 
to the controversy should be judged 
until all the testimony Is in. Just now 
Mr. McWade is the “under dog," and It 
Is not fair to believe his charges 
against Mr. Peirce, whose record in 
the State Department ha* never be¬ 
fore been questioned, irlthout absolute 
confirmation; but If he has drawn tho 
Administration’s enmity and Mr. Peirce 
retains Its favor, he Is going to have 
a hard time "downing" the Assistant 
Secretary, confirmation or no confirma¬ 
tion. if the favoritism manifested by 
the Administration In previous cases 
involving friend* and outcasts is still 
In good working order. 

Under any circumstances, however, 
a prompt hearing is urged. That the 
man In the right will win la tho 
of all who love fair play.

OYAMA RETIRES 


AS FIELD MARSHAL AND CHIEF 
OF STAFF. 


Admiral Toga To Be Made a Count- 
Many Reforms Instituted 
By Japanese. 


Victoria. B. C„ May 6.—Advices were 
received by the strainer Athenian, 
which arrived last night from Japan 
and China, of the retirement of Mar¬ 
quis Oyama from the post of Field 
Marshal and chief o^ihv Japanese 
headquarters staff, he being succeeded 
by Viscount Yodama. 

Admiral Togo will shortly’ be made 
a Count because of hls services during 
the war. Viscount Kodama will be 
further promoted and made a Count. 
Count Nodxu will become a Marquis, 
and Gens. Kuroki. Oku. Nogt and Kit- 
wamura, who were recently appointed 
to command the Toklo district, will be 
created Viscounts. 

An assemblage of Lieutenant Gen¬ 
erals In command of divisions of the 
Japanese army ha* been convened by 
the Minister of War to discuss pro¬ 
posed army reforms. 

The Jijl Shlml outlines reforms re¬ 
lating to the field and mountain ar¬ 
tillery and transport companies and 
changes of cavalry and artillery, In¬ 
cluding the organization of horse ar¬ 
tillery. Other reform* expected are the 
building of railways in Korea and 
Manchuria, increase of arsenals ond 
Increase of railway corps and balloon 
corps. The Nlnlch Nlnlchi says the

From time to time inquiry has appeared 
In the column of “Questions and An¬ 
swers'* in regard to the proper pronun¬ 
ciation of the word Louisville, and the 
editor of the column has generally said 
that both the current pronunciations— 
Loo<j-v1ll* and Loo-ls-vllle— are correct. 
Such a reply I* not In Si) «•**«* satisfac¬ 
tory. and it may be well. In another part 
of the paper, to set forth some of the 
reasons In favor of both pronunciations, 
thus giving an Interested reader som- 
grounds for choosing that one of the two 
which he may prefer. 

We inny In Ine beginning concede that 
th* word Ixuitsvllle is of French origin. 
Some early French explorer probably gave 
name to the landing place that wa* a 
necessity to all who would proceed fisrther 
down tru shallow water of the Ohio river 
Thota* who have only an elementary 
knowledge of the French language are 
aware that th© final "s'* In Ix>uls Is 
sounded only when the next word begins 
with a vow»4; therefore. In combining 
IxHiIa nnd vide, a Frenchman would nev¬ 
er pronounce tho “a.” On the theory 
that the name of a town should forever 
accord with the custom of those who 
conferred it, there is, consequently, good 
reason to Insist upon a silent “a. But 
many persons do not accept such a rule. 
They rightfully say that Louis 1* u good 
F.ng1i?h word, transferred In lta spelling 
from the French, but not In ita pronun¬ 
ciation. When a email boy starts to school 
and the teacher ask* (dm hls name, sup¬ 
pose he answers “Louis Jones;" the t«**cn. 
er writes It Just as here printed, nnd 
there is no difficulty in teaching that*boy 
to spell hls name as It is pronounced 
with n final "s.” Sometime* a boy of 
French. Belgian or even of German par¬ 
entage will give hts first name ss Loo-1, 
but he soon learns thnt other boys write 
their first names Just as he dovs. while 
pronouncing them differently. If the 
French boy’s surname begins with a 
vowel he will bo likely to pronounce the 
“s’* in Louis; this variation, however, is 
not taught In American public schools, 
until the pupil* advance to the study of 
foreign languages, and the tendency la, 
therefore, to inAke the final "a" an active 
letter In all cases

silent ’’s" is foU^wed In other name* of 
French origin How do the majority of 
Americans pronounce Paris. V>r*alllMi 
and Vincennes? Take also other terminal 
letters which are silent in French, and 
notice, for Instance, how th© word Detro.

Some additional light upon the subject 
may he gained If we go back In the his¬ 
tory of our city and open another fine of 
inquiry. It is safe to say that the people 
who really settled Louisville and pro¬ 
tected It In Its Infancy wer« of Vlrginkt 
English ancestry or of Huguenot extrae 
tlon. Th«» Bullitt*, the Prestons, the 
Rowan* and others, who took up outlying 
tracts of land near the old mouth of 
Beurgrnss creek, kept the name of th* 
town us they found it, hut often spelled 
It Lewisville. They hated the French for 
a variety of reasons, ami were more ready 
to change than adopt the French method 
of pronouncing a French name. This 
feeling among Virginians and their an¬ 
tecedents was only natural, when we con¬ 
sider the antagonism which culminated 
In th*- Fcnch f and Indian war of 17M to 
1763 and the bitterness which lasted nfter 
the HuigH'nsjon of hostilities. To this day 
w** hear th© “s'* sounded In many of the

GIVES SIX ILLUSTRATIONS OF 
BETTING TENDENCIES. 


“THE DEVIL IS THE PROFES¬ 
SIONAL GAMBLER.” 


MONEY. STORED PERSONALITY 


"Butting'* wits tii*' subject of the first 
of a *ert«© of talks on "What's the 
Harm?** by the Rev. W. W. Hamilton at 
McFmiui Memorial Baptist church yes¬ 
terday afteration, from 6 to 6 o'clock. He 
referred to the scene of the soldiers gam¬ 
bling for Jesus* clothes at the foot of the 


The speaker sold that thl*i scene was 
an tttustakLfcm • *f the umkIciujU'A of betting 
in six particulars, a* follows: 

First—Betting leads soldiers, lawyers, 
bush teas men, mechanics, ail who engage 
in It, to the neglect of daily and necessary 
d title*. Bond companies want to know If 
Umj applicant has ever been known to 
grumble, and If so they know that ho is a 
bad risk. 

Second—Betting allows one to take what 
does 'not justly belong to 1dm, oven to 
the clothes off of Jesus' body. The thief 
by stealth, the gambler by trick, th© rob¬ 
ber by force take what does *v>t belong 
to them. The n>bber Is tiw» nobleat of the 
three. Gambling gets money with no 
equivalent In return, and makes capital 
of another's Ignorance or blindness, like 
taking money from a simpleton or a blind 
man. 

Third—Betting dulls the finer sensibili¬ 
ties until willing to gamble for a dying 
man's clothes. It leads to coarsen©**, 
until we say of some fellow: "He looks 
like a gambler." Necessarily so. for lust 
and drink ore the other two of this crowd. 

Fburth—Betting makes one insensible to 
the sufferings of the victims, the fellow- 
man. the wife, the children, the friends, 
the Christ. What does It matter if home 
am) tun*ness and duuucter and Itfo be 
ruined? 

Fifth—Betting leads to Irreverence for 
sacred things, such as death, prayer, re¬ 
ligion. hfexwt. until mats will gamble over 
the length of time a dying Garfield will 
live, or ns to whether tho gambler will 
recover who Is stricken with ap»>pl«»xy at 
the g.uning tabic. j "Money is stored per¬ 
sonality. There ii human blood In It," 
and he who puts it Into his pocket with¬ 
out Just return Is guilty of the vilest sac¬ 
rilege. 

Ax:h—Betting blinds those under the 


tkxth—Betting blinds those under tho 
very shadow of the cross to the meaning 
of Christ, of his blood, of salvation. The 


devil Is the professional gambler, going 
up or down seeking whom he may entrap, 
and with Che soul, with heaven, with 
character for the stakes, men and wom¬ 
en nrs betting that they can outwit the 
devil; can tow God: can defy Justice! 

In closing he urged his hearers to be 
ware of ths first steps; of cards In the 
home, the klndcrgardcn of the gambler's 
belli to beware of any betting Into ath¬ 
letics lest they be taken from their right¬ 
ful place; to bewnre of the dice for cigars, 
or anything of the kind w*blch begins that 
thirst tor dishonest gain, never to be sat¬ 
isfied In earth or hell. 

’Thieves, covetous extortioners can 
hat's no place In the kingdom of God." 
he declared.

FIVE MEN ARRESTED 

AT FONTAINE FERRY. 


Five men. four of whom gave thoir 
names as William McHawk, Morris Jest, 
Georg© Meffert and Churles Welnert. and 
another whoso name could not be learned, 
were arrested at Fontaine Ferry Park 
at 6 o'clock last night by County Po¬ 
liceman Weyler and Broyles on char*©* 
of disorderly conduc t.

The Rev. T. T. Baton preached Ids 
twenty-fifth anniversary sermon in the 
Walnut-street Baptist church, at Third 
nvcuue and Bt. Catherine street, yes¬ 
terday morning. He entered the pas¬ 
torate of tho church May l. 1881. hav¬ 
ing come from Petersburg. Va. He took 
as his text: "Jebosophat was thirty 
and live years old when he began to 
reign and he relgr.ed twenty and five 
years In Jerusalem." Said he: **I was 
thlriy-flve when I became pastor here 
and I hav«‘ been your pastor twenty- 
five years." 

After sketching the reign of Jehoso- 
phat and drawing lessons from it. Dr. 
Eutou went on to speak of the work of 
hlg church for the past twenty-five 
years. Then there were 573 members. 
Bfnce that time the Twenty-second and 
Walnut, the McFerran Memorial and 
Third avenue chiirches have been sent 
out as colonized.'and they have colo- 
v nl*ed In turn till Ihv 573 have grown to 
3.280. The present number In the 
mother church Is 1.450. During twenty- 
eight years 5.163 persons have Joined 
this church, besides those Joining the 
colonies after they became separate. 
Iniring the past year there were 106 
additions, and the church contributed 
$11,803.71. The contributions of this 
church for twenty-flve years aggregate 
$684,134.72. For most of the time the 
church occupied the old edifice at 
Fourth avenue and Walnut street, but 
for four years and over they have been 
In their present splendid quarters, 
at Third avenue and St. Catherine 
street. 

He spoke of the progress of the Bap. 
tlsts In Louisville for twenty-five year*. 
Then they had but seven white church¬ 
es. with only two good houses of 
worship, and one of these heavily In 
debt. Now there are nineteen white 
Baptist churches, besides missions, and 
they have built ten fine houses of 
worship, with little or no debt. The 
aggregate debt la much less now than 
then. There Is no debt on either the 
Walnut-street church (Third and 8t. 
Catherine) or any other of the central 
churches. In 1881 there were 2.506 white 
Baptists In the city, while now there 
are over 10.000. Thus, while the city 
has hardly cb.m bled In population, the 
white Baptists have more than quad¬ 
rupled. 

Dr. Katnn spoke of the other Bap¬ 
tist churches and of the Theological 
Seminary ns important factors in this 
growth. The future for the denom¬ 
ination In Louisville Is bright, he said 
He spoke of the eleven member* who 
had died during th© past year, and paid 
brief tributes to some of the prominent 
dead of his church In years past. He 
mentioned In alphabetical order Dr. 
John A. Rrondus. Junius Caldwell, Dr. 
W. B. Caldwell, the Hon. John M. 
Delph. Dr. H. H. Harris. William Jarv¬ 
is. J (V McFcmui, Sr.. Dr. Basil Man¬ 
ly. William Moses. Sr.. D. O Parr, M 
W. Sherrill. Dr. J. Lawrence Smith and 
W. L. Weller, Sr. He spoke, also, of 
Dr. Arthur Peter, who, though having 
his membership elsewhere at the time 
of his death, had been so active and 
prominent In the church for nearly all 
the period that his name should not 
be omitted. The speaker referred to 
the "noble women" of the church who 
had passed away, as well a* other 
faithful men he could not take time to 
mention. II© spoke also of the signal 
prosperity of the Sunday-school. 

He closed with a hearty Acknowl¬ 
edgement of the marked kindness and 
th© hearty support given tom during

It shortly 
will lay u similar conduit along Jeffer¬ 
son street, from Floyd street, across 
the Third-avenue conduit, and down ro 
as to connect with that to be laid along 
Ninth street. According to the agree¬ 
ment with the contrai-tor, the work on 
all these streets Is to be completed In 
less than ninety days. 

"The company already has a conduit 
along Broadway from Campbell street, 
near the power-house, to Twenty- 
eighth street." said T. J. Minary. pres¬ 
ident of the company, last night. 
"This was laid two years ago, and Is 
capable of accommodating thirty 
cables. At Twenty-eighth street It 
turns and runs In to the sub-power 
station at Twenty-eighth and Walnut 
streets. The conduits that are to be 
laid In Third avenue ami Ninth 
street will connect with the Broadway 
conduit, and where they Intersect the 
tracks the toed wires will be con¬ 
nected with the sections of the .trolley 
wires. It whs an Improvement that 
needed to be made, and we thought It 
best to be on the safe side and lay 
the feed wires under ground before the 
ordinance goes Into fftoct.

Feed Wires Necessary. 


"Feed wires." us they are called, are 
necessary to any extensive trolley sys¬ 
tem. Trolley wires are not heavy 
enough to carry an electric current of 
sufficient power to operate many cars 
for more than a mile at the most. For 
that reason the wires are strung In 
what are known as sections, and each 
section is "fed" separately by a wire 
direct from the power-house. The con¬ 
duit along Broadway has accommoda¬ 
tions for thirty or more of such feed 
wires or cables, and those In Third 
avenue and In Ninth street will b© 
laid for sixteen such cables ©Ach. The 
conduit to bu laid along Jefferson street 
from Floyd to Ninth will accommodate 
twenty such wires.

THROUGH THE LUNG. 


Cornelius Berry, Who Fired the 

8hot, Claima His Victim 
Assaulted Him. 


John Morgan, colored, thirty-five 
yt*ars old. was shot and probably fatal¬ 
ly wounded by Cornelius Berry, also 
colored, last night at 8:25 o'clock. The 
shooting occurred in front of Berry's 
home, 80fi Baxter avenue. The ball, 
which was fired from a thirty-two cali¬ 
ber revolver, entered Morgan's right 
side and penetrated the lung. He was 
tojern to the City Hospital, where an 
effort will be made to remove the bullet 
to-day. 

According to Berry, who Is in Jail 
on the charge of shooting and wound¬ 
ing. Morgan and several other negroes 
w'«*re standing In front of Berry's home, 
using profam* language. Berry stepped 
into his front yard, and ordered the 
negroes to move off hi* premises, or 
cease swearing. All but Morgan moved 
away, but the latter. It I* albgi d. de¬ 
fied Berry and later hurled a brick at 
him, striking him In the mouth and 
knocking him down. Berry allege* thit 
Morgan fired oru* shot at him, and that

O NLY four day a of the New Loula- 
ville Jockey CUib’a meeting have 
paaaed. but enough ha« boen 
noted to Indicate that this meet¬ 
ing will prove one of the moat remarkable 
ever given in the Weat since the close 
of Washington Park. 

There are more horaea quartered here 
than were ever before on a Western race 
track unless It was Washington Park, 
»nd the class of antmala which are now 
racing at the Downs la better than those, 
which are contesting for stakes and 
purses In the East. With the close of the 
Memphis meeting on Thursday there will 
be something like 348 stables quartered 
In or near the Downs, and these represent 
a total of about 2.000 horses. 

The running of the Clark Handicap on 
(Saturday and the Derby on Wednesday 
showed to students of the game that the 
horses which are racing here are better 
than those which are contesting In the 
East. Of course this order will re re¬ 
versed during the meeting at Belmont 
Park, Sheepshead Bay and Saratoga, but 
just at present the Louisville meeting is 
the grundest In Its history. The class of 
spectators 1 » better than It has been In 
years. This fact Is noticed by any one 
who pays particular attention to the 
crowd in the betting ring as well as that 
In the stand. It is easy to see that the 
better element of people In and about 
Louisville are taking an interest In the 
thoroughbred horse and are enjoying tho 
Sport. 

• • • 

Aa far aa the speculation Is concerned 
there has never been anything like it since 
the New Louisville Jockey Club has been 
formed. The meeting started off with 
twenty-six regular books, two field books 
and one combination book In line, and in 
the second draw in after three days of 
business only four books dropped out. It 
is expected that more than thirty books 
will be In line after the Memphis meet¬ 
ing ends. The speculation has been keen 
throughout. One prominent bookmaker, 
who drew a bad stand, stated yesterday 
that he handled 114,800 on Saturday, He 
suld that this wna more money than he 
handled on Derby day, when the crowd 
was much larger, and It proves that the 
game Is undoubtedly picking up.

Another thing which should prove a 
Source of gratification to the local man¬ 
agement is the large number of fine two- 
year-olds which have already t»ecn shown 
during the present meeting. Breeders and 
owners seem to be crowding each other 
In their anxiety to start their two-year- 
olds hero, as the tine list of entries will 
prove. The best two-year-old shown here 
to date !o Camille, the fine Ally belonging 
to W. A. Smith & Co. Camille has only 
started three times, and on each occa¬ 
sion she won Impressively She has done 
everything that has been naked of her. 
and if she continues as she 1 ms started 
whe will prove one of the cracks of the 
•eason In the younger division.

J. P. Mayberry, one of the most suc¬ 
cessful trainers of race horses In the 
West. U a great admirer of 8 lr Huon. 


George Long's Kentucky Derby winner 
Mr. Mayberry was formerly the trainer 
for Charley Ellison, and succeeded In 
winning tho Kentucky Derby for the 
blonde plunger with Judge I limes three 
years ago. His opinion regarding horses 
Is valued by all turfmen In this section 
of the country In speaking of Sir Huon 
yesterday afternoon at The Beelbaoh. 
be saM: * 

"Sir Huon Is a fine horse; in fact, as 
far as I can remember, he Is the host 
i three-year-old colt 1 have ever seen I 
have trained a number of good ones my* 

, self, and I believe I know what I am 
talking about He Is not only a grand¬ 
looking animal, but he has everything 
that a great race horse should have. He 
will bo taken East shortly, and I am sat¬ 
isfied that he will take the measure of all 
the Eastern cracks up to a mile and an 
eighth. I think this Is Sir Huon’s dis¬ 
tance. and I would not back him for a 
longer route, but at a mile and an eighth 
he will be a mighty hard horse to beat 
In the East during; the coming summer. 

"Sir Huon tired some In the Derby 
while running the last quarter of the 
mile and a quarter, but this can be at¬ 
tributed to the fact that he had not been 
to the races Some of the horsemen who 
•aw the race have claimed that he eras 
‘climbing* during the last eighth of the 
mile, but 1 hardly think thin Is right. 1 
think the horse was kind of green be¬ 
cause he had not been to the races this 
year, but at that 1 rather think his dis¬ 
tance la a mile and an eighth." 


"Yes. I won the Kentucky Derby with 
Judge Himes In 1803." continued Mr. 
Mayberry. *1 am willing to admit that 
the victory was a surprise to me. as It 
was to Charley Ellison, the horse's own¬ 
er. I did not think Judge Him-* liked 
the hard track like it was at Churchill 
Downs at that time, but the day before 
the race I told Booker to work him a 
mile In about 1:60. Booker Is one of the 
best judges of pace in the country, am! 
for this reason I paid little attention to 
tho work-out. After U was over Pat 
Dunne came to me and. to my surprise, 
told me that Judge Himes had worked 
the mile in 1:43. This was enough for 
me. and 1 started the horse the next day 
and he won the Derby with ease. All of 
which goes to show that a oolt will some- 
times perform better than even hl» owner 
or his trainer expects."

Joe Young, one of the most noted 
dockers in the country, will arrive In the 
city this morning from Memphis Young 
Is a warm friend of Will Shelley and 
Jack, his brother, and he has been sup¬ 
plying the news of the work-outs at 
Memphis for a number of papers.

Tom Lynch and Harry Breyvogle, the 
expert turf crltcs and form sheet men. 
who are known to every turfman In the 
West won something like 11.400 on the 
victory of J Ed Grille on Friday at 
Churchill Downs J. Ed Grlllo was en¬ 
tered In the first race on Friday. The 
event was at eleven-sixteenths or a mile, 
and the horse carried 122 founds. He 
was held at 6 and 7 to 1 by the book¬ 
makers. and the turf correspondents 
mentioned quietly backed him. and he 
won easily, defeating Garrett Wilson and 
Precious stone.

Word was received here yesterday to 
tfie effect that Will Wallace, the well- 
known Western turfman, would arrive 
here Thursday morning from Memphis 
with hl» string of homes. Wallace. It 
will be remembered. Is a native of the 
Bluegrnss. but for some time post he 
has been seriously ill nt Memphis For 
a time his life was despaired of while he 
was In a Memphis hospital, but he has 
recovered rapidly, and on the opening day 
of the Memphis meeting he was able to 
walk about the clubhouse lawn with ths 
aid of a cane.

The Memphis meeting will end next 
Thursday, and It is expected that a 
majority of the horses which have been 
racing at the Bluff City will come to 
Churchill Downs for the remainder of the 
meeting. With the close of the meet¬

Throughout the week, and especially 
toward tho end of It. there was enough 
news of the legitimate sort to gbe the 
bears oil Hie best of the argument, but 
It happens occasionally that pit condi¬ 
tions override a very strong combina¬ 
tion of Influences from the field. and 
(feat was the case last week.

Glowing Crop Reporta 

ff one were to assemble some of the 
Items which were against the bulls, 
he would call attention first to the 
glovt Ing crop reports of the week. 
Ohio raised hore»*lf two points In the 
•cate of condition since April, and now 
stands at the mark of 108. Missouri 
oame along with a State report of 87. 
which Is two points better than the 
Govern merit gave the State a month 
ago The Prioe Current and the Mod¬ 
ern Miller added their testimony to 
that of oth©ra. and It wus all of the 
same tenor—that the outlook flu* the 
winter wheat crop Is first-class, and 
that the earlier stages of the spring 
wheat development Indicate there will 
be an Immense crop in the Northwest. 

The fact that there was a decrease 
ref ondy #00.000 in the stocks at Minne¬ 
apolis and Duluth was another bear 
Item, to which might be added that 
the visible supply In the chief ports 
of Argentine mounted up to 3.680.000 
bushels, as compared with 3,344,000 a 
week ago. The Missouri report Indi¬ 
cates tha-t the State will raise 30,000.000 
bushels this season. In Ohio the condi¬ 
tion Is thirteen points higher than It 
was at the similar time a year ago. 
and the harvest of 1906 aggregated 32.- 
000.000 The yield thto year, based on 
present conditions, ought to be some¬ 
thing Ilk** 40,000.000 bushels. 

In the fac«' of the price-depressing 
news. May wheat lncr«*asod its prem¬ 
ium. although It was hammered hard 
by the bears. There are advices from 
mysterious '‘Inside'* sources that May 
wheat is to be forced up to eighty-five 
cents It might easily go to that 
point If the big shorts try to cover. 
• • • 

Reports of Damage. 


There are scattering reports of wheat 
damage in Missouri. Michigan and 
Kansas, but they lose their potency 
against the grand chorus of good cheer. 
It Is true that Michigan has suffered 
severely In the lower tiers of counties, 
and there seems to have been some 
damage In Kansan, the banner winter 
wheat producer, but estimates of the 
crop In that State run all the way from 
76.000.000 to 90 . 000.000 bushels Neither 
group of figures could well be consid¬ 
ered bullish 

The shipments from Argentine—3.200.- 
000 bushels—were Just about what was 
expected. There was a sharp picking 
up of the primary receipts In compari¬ 
son with those of a year ago. but the 
Increase was not extensive enough to 
stand for much in Itself. 

There Is still some seeding to do in 
the Northwest, but in Southern Min¬ 
nesota and Southern Dakota the work 
Is finished, and many fields are mak¬ 
ing n brave showlnartf greenery. Even 
the late seeding i*o reported making 
fine progress 

The strength of May wheat as com¬ 
pared with the other months Is said 
to be due to the fact that commission 
houses who still have long May on 
their books are eager to have the grain 
delivered. Inasmuch ns the bulk of It 
is for millers of the Interior, who want 
the wheat The holding off in the de¬ 
livery of this wheat by the elevator 
Interests probably Is due to their wish¬ 
ing to make as much storage as pos¬ 
sible. Bradnt reefs reported exports for 
the week at 2.100,000. compared with 
1,300,000 bushels n year ago There is 
talk of n foreign demand for wheat 
to be delivered from the Southwest 
after harvest, but the great need of 
the American market as a merchandis¬ 
ing proposition is that there shall be 
a demand for the old crop surplus for 
delivery as quickly as It can be gotten 
across the ocean That kind of de¬ 
mand Is painfully lacking. Within a 
fortnight cutting wUl have commenced 
In Texas, and shortly thereafter the 
first reports of yield of the new crop 
will begin to come In. 

The grain markets felt the effect of 
the demoralisation of stocks In Wall 
street, and there Is still n bit of In¬ 
fluence coming from tho San Francisco 
disaster and Its financial problems.

Corn. 

Corn manifested less IndHp^ndence of 
wheat during the week, but there were 
other causes contributing to u dull 
market Primary receipts began to 
pick up materially and the shipments 
from Argentine were 2.803.000 bu&hels 
against 1,471,000 bushels the week be¬ 
fore. The seaboard clearances were 
unimportant at u trifle over 1,000,000 
bushels. This Is Just about half those 
of a year ago. The vessebnen's strike 
has interfered with hike shipments, al¬ 
though Eastern ami Southern buyers 
are still In tho market, a* Is evidenced 
by the prevailing premiums that an* 
attracting moderate consignment*. but 
not resulting In any May deliveries. 
All the moving grain cargoes huvo ar¬ 
rived East and the real fight will now 
come. Farm cm are not expected to do 
much hauling for u fortnight at least. 
Stocks atv decreasing duirply This 
fact together with short supplies and 
brisk Eastern demand for cash grain 
suggests the absence of any great 
weakness for the present

New York. May 6.—[Special.]—A freah 
wave of liquidation of almost cyclonic 
proportions struck Wall street this week. 
Conditions were more or leas unsettled by 
the 8a n Francisco disaster, and tho op¬ 
portunity was selxed to enforce some 
rather drastic liquidation, which fell 
chiefly upon a few prominent and rather 
too optimistic operators. This last decllno 
In the market resulted in a drop of from 
10 to Tin points In many of the active 
shares. Inflicting severe losses In quarters 
which wore fortunately able to stand 
them. In splto of this rather unusual 
break there aro no rumors of serious trou¬ 
ble at this writing, and the financial at¬ 
mosphere appears to have been much 
cleared now that the storm has spent its 
worst force. As has been repeatedly Inti¬ 
mated in these advices. It was the mone¬ 
tary situation which furnished the instru¬ 
ment of power for the bears. Mad it not 
been for the large demands of 8an Fran¬ 
cisco upon an already overtaxed money 
market no such enforced decline would 
have been possible. Fortunately, we were 
able to secure moterlul assistance from 
abroad and thus mitigate the force of the 
blow. Some |3(J,uotuW of money has been 
remitted to San Francisco and over forty 
millions of gold has been ordered from 
Europe, being made Immediately available 
through Secretary Shaw's leniency In de¬ 
positing Treasury gold In return for bonds 
as collateral. Much of the money sent to 
Ban Fruncisco to strengthen local banks 
and prevent panic will soon return Into 
the customary channels of circulation, so 
no further serious difficulty need bo ap¬ 
prehended from Pacific coast monetary 
demands, although this catastrophe will 
be a factor for some time to come. 

Much relief has been furnished by the 
attitude of the foreign markets toward 
American securities. Over there confi¬ 
dence is evidently still strong In American 
Investments. Large quantities of securi¬ 
ties, especially bonds, have recently been 
sold to foreign purchasers, this being par¬ 
ticularly opportune since our own markets 
are much w r etghted with new bond issues, 
which are slow of sale In a 5% to 6 per 
cent, time money market. It Is quite pos¬ 
sible that further gold import* may be 
necessary, but American credit Is In good 
form, and the activity In trade and In¬ 
dustry Insures a large and legitimate de¬ 
mand for money. Recent liquidation and 
lower prices for stocks are not only a 
relief to the money market, but secure a 
genuine Improvement In financial condi¬ 
tions. Under such circumstances Europe 
will undoubtedly be wilting to lend in the 
event of our requirements being urgent. 

• • • 

Decline In Stocks. 

It is perhaps not sufficiently realised 
how great the decline In stocks has been. 
Since the high prices of 19U5 many of the 
active shares have declined from 31) to 80 
points. This Is a tremendous shrinkage, 
amounting to probably one thousand mil¬ 
lions. That such a contraction could take 
place without Involving a single failure 
worth noting Is remarkable testimony of 
the Inherent strength of our financial sit¬ 
uation. It perhaps can no longer be said 
that stocks are unduly high so long ns 
Industrial and commercial activity con¬ 
tinues at Its present level. Securities have 
certainly receded to a more natural level, 
and liquidation. If continued, should fol¬ 
low In other quarters where no recession 
has yet taken place after abnormally high 
prices. Speculation In real estate I* still 
going on nt a threatening pit*-©, which 
cannot be indefinitely continued. Many 
commodities, especially those in the me¬ 
tallic Industries, are also selling too high 
for stability, and reactions would be l»©ne- 
bclal. Prices all around, costs of living, 
wages, etc , are Iod high Perhaps such 
reaction may not l>e long postponed, and 
Wall street, with Its usual foresight. Is 
discounting some of these movements. 

• • • 

Still Another Shock. 

The Standard Oil Investigation was an¬ 
other shock, and the proof of railroad col¬ 
lusion Is likely to stimulate the demnnd 
for Government railroad regulation. It Is 
quite safe to assert that the condition of 
the market has been vastly improved by 
recent readjustment, ami that many se¬ 
curities are now* selling at a level offering 
reasonable Inducements to careful Inves¬ 
tors. Purchases on the margin, however, 
will have tn be conducted conservatively. 
The market Is still exposed to shocks and 
will not soon fully recover from recent 
blows. Besides, the monetary outlook 
while improved. Is not entirely free from 
danger and the future of business gener¬ 
ally depends largely upon our having an¬ 
other good harvest. With the improved 
technical position of the market and the 
concentration of storks In more numer¬ 
ous and stronger hands sharp rallies are 
likely to come at any time unless acci¬ 
dent Interferes. It should t»e remembered 
that losses have fallen not upon the pub¬ 
lic, but upon rich holders, whose activi¬ 
ties may have be*>n crippled, but who ap¬ 
parently have not been totally Incapaci¬ 
tated. An active and fluctuating market 
seems likely for some time to come

NEW WELLS BEING SUNK IN 
UNTESTED REGIONS. 


GAS STRUCK IN CLAY COUNTY. 


Uexlngftnn, Ky., May 6.—Develop¬ 
ments in the crude oil market are Just 
now being regarded with great inter¬ 
est by the Kentucky-Tenneasee oil op¬ 
erators. Two advances within two 
weeks Indicate an improving situation 
for the operators and the advances 
have already had the effect of start¬ 
ing a number of rig* which would 
otherwise be Idle. It is confidently be- 
Ilved dollar oil will once more be 
reached, or at least those think so 
who have sixed up the situation, and If 
their predictions come true, great ac¬ 
tivity is strre to result In several small¬ 
er divisions of this State and Tennes¬ 
see where the Industry has been In a 
Stute of lethargy ever since the p***i°d 
of declining prices began, over a year 
ago. 

The hotter grade of Kentucky-Ten- 
ncssee oil, which Is found generally 
throughout the fleld with the excep¬ 
tion of Bath and Rowan counties. In 
this Sta'te. was advanced from eighty- 
nine to ninety-one cents, by the recent 
rise in the crude oil market. The 
Baith-Rowan oil, which is of a differ¬ 
ent grade, also benefited two cents by 
the advance, the present quotations on 
that grade being slxty-two cents per 
barrel. The Bath-Rowan fleld is own¬ 
ed almost entirely by the Kentucky 
producing branch of the Standard— 
the New Domain Oil and Gas Com¬ 
pany. 

A great deal of new work has been 
started during the past few days as a 
direct result of the rising oil mar¬ 
ket, and the more favorable conditions 
for drilling, following the mild weath¬ 
er. Rigs are gradually being taken 
Into the untested regions, and the 
drill In the developed fields Is becom¬ 
ing a little more active. During the 
past few days the lower Kentucky 
fields have contributed a number of 
producers of the middle class, but no 
extra large strike has lately been 
made. 

• • • 

In Upper Kentucky Fields. 


In the upper Kentucky fields, ac¬ 
tivity Is centered In Wolfe county, 
which has been the center of interest 
for over two years. In the Campion 
division, several strikes were made 
this week, but outlying work has con¬ 
tributed nothing In the way of new 
production lately. A revival of drill¬ 
ing Is promised for Estlll county and 
the Bath-Rowan fleld. following the 
advance In prices, will undergo new 
drilling. No completions have been 
made In either county lately. 

In Eastern Kentucky several rigs 
are at work In the Floyd county di¬ 
vision. where an extensive pool has 
been proven during the past few years. 
Rig* for test drilling are being sta¬ 
tioned in undeveloped sections of Knott 
county, where work will be conducted 
by new operators from West Virginia. 
Pike county Is also In line for some 
test work. In counties where the in¬ 
dustry is In the Initial period, drilling 
has progressed rigorously, blit no wild¬ 
cat strikes have been made for sev¬ 
eral days. Louisville operators are 
drilling in Shelby county and In 
Bracken and Campbell counties tests 
are under way. As yet work In all 
three counties Is not of much impor¬ 
tance as bearing on the immediate ex¬ 
pansion of the main Kentucky fields. 

In Southeastern Kentucky, a new 
concern will develop the natural gas 
fields of Clay county, where gas has 
been found' In Immense quantities. 
The product will be taken to contig¬ 
uous points of consumption for light¬ 
ing and fuel purposes. For some 
time the natural gAS from one well 
has be«n used locally for motive power. 

CONDITIONS FAVORABLE 

In a General Way Throughout Oil 
Fields of the Country. 

Toledo, O.. May 6.—[Special.]—Con¬ 
ditions In a general way In the various 
oil belts are pleasing to the trade and 
the outlook Is for a considerable 
amount of work, especially In rhe out¬ 
lying districts, where indications are In 
Anyway favorable. There is sufficient 
light-producing oil territory In the 
country to keep the drill active for 
many years to come, but the trade 
looks for better prices than at present, 
as It contends that the oil cannot be 
drilled for at present prices, although 
the average operator Is making money, 
nt least those that are conservative.

Beaver Field Produce© One of Fifty 
Barrels. 

Mayklng. l<y.. May 6.—I Special. ]—O. 
Hi. Dlmle and associates have begun 
operations along Troublesome and 
<"arr*s Fork <-re-eks in Kimtt county, 
rtdjnceot to the Beaver creek fleld. on 
the j*roperty recently acquired. The 
Initial borelngs consist of a number of 
test wells at Intervals of a few miles. 
This Is generally believed to be rich 
territory, and may rival the Beaver 
field, where operations are still In 
progress. 

During the week there were three 
fair strikes In the Reaver field -the 
property of the Standard. The best 
will flow about fifty barrels per day, 
while the other two win flow perhaps 
thirty each. Mr. Plmlc will lease other 
property along Ball’s Fork and Quick¬ 
sand creeks. In Knott county, and ex¬ 
tend the tests. Both the Standard and 
the New Domain are getting Into ad¬ 
jacent territory In Pike county, and 
mnklng some test borelng. On John’s 
creek the latter concern have made 
some good producers, and will extend 
operations during the next few months.

This stop la describ¬ 
ed by Insurance men as a protective 
measure by wrhlch the San Francisco 
losses are to be recouped by Utxlng ©v 
ery city In the United States, and Is said 
to have be.*n made necossnry In order 
that a large proportion of the Insurance 
companies do not fall and leave business 
Interests all over the country without pro 
tection.

The first definite step toward raising 
fire Insurance rates has been taken by 
the New York Fire Insurance- Kxchnngo.

In rates In New York City und In New 
York State. The action was based upon 
• report of a committee of five appointed 
a few day* after the San Francisco dis¬ 
aster That committee met with two 
committee* of five, representing the 
Western Union and th© Southeastern Tar¬ 
iff Association, mads up of all companies 
In the Southeastern States. It was 
agreed at the conference of those com¬ 
mittees that each of them should report 
to Its own organisation In favor of an In¬ 
crease In rates on tho same schedule as 
those adopted by the New York Ftr© In¬ 
surance Exchange This mean* that the 
advance will be general throughout the 
United Stute*. 

Resolutions adopted by tho Insurance 
Exchange recite that the San Francisco 
fire, following closely on the great losses 
In Baltimore. Toronto. Pnterson and Jack¬ 
sonville. has seriously cripped many com¬ 
panies. and that for protection of the 
business Interests of the country It Is ad¬ 
visable to.Increase the rates and reduce 
expenses.

DAY AND TRADE SCHOOLS TO 
HAVE DISPLAY. 


NEWS OF JEFFERSONVILLE. 


Plans are being formulated at the In 
dlana Reformatory In Jeffersonville for 
the preparation of an exhibit of the day 
and trade schools of the Institution at the 
State Fair at Indianapolis In September 
and the annual meeting of the State 
Board of Charities at Muncle In October. 
Other Institutions of the State will also 
have exhibit* at the two gathering*, the 
purpose being to show th© people of In¬ 
diana what I* being done. 

The Indltna Reformatory now ha* four¬ 
teen different trade school*, a*» follow*. 
Mechanical, plumbing and electrical, car¬ 
pentering and woodworking, painting, tin¬ 
ning. printing, tailoring, broom and mon- 
maklng. laundering, molding, chain-mak¬ 
ing. stonecutting and bricklaying, ce¬ 
ment working, cooking and music. In any 
of which an Inmate may t*wrn a trade, 
provided he rnrm Ins long enough to serve 
his apprenticeship. Improvement* are 
constantly being made In the schools, and 
when appropriation* are provided by the 
Legislature next winter there will b« 
funds for widening the scope of the 
schools. 

The day school*, which arc In charge 
Prof- George B. Anbury, will have an 
exhibit that will be attractive and Inter¬ 
esting to the taxpayers of Indiana. It 
will show* what 1* being done to teach the 
prisoners arithmetic, language, spelling, 
grammar and penmanship. The Inmates, 
os a general thing, are anxious to take 
advantage of the school*, and In some 
Instances th© progress made is ultnost 
marvelous. a Is frequentlv the cose that 
young m-?n are received who cannot read 
or write, and Prof Axhury said yester¬ 
day It w*a* astonishing that some of them 
had grown up In the shadow of such col¬ 
leges as the 8tnt© University at Bloom¬ 
ington and Purdue College at Iatfayette. 

‘it I* n rare ca*V *nld Prof. Ashury 
yesterday, “that a man comes In who 
cannot write his nnme or make a stagger 
at It. but It is not infrequent that they 
cannot write any other word nnd cannot 
recognise their name when written by 
some one else Sometime* men try to 
conrenl the fact they cannot write, and 
when told to sign thrlr names will do so 
with a great deal of pride."
